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Action to speed arrangements for furnishing the Club's future home for occupancy 
shortly after Labor Day was taken at a two-hour meeting of the Executive Committee 
and Board of Governors last Thursday evening (June 17). 

Major motions approved were these: 

l. From the Club's ow operating account, $20,000 was 
authorized for use by the Management & Operations Com- 
mittee for equipping and furnishing the OPC building. 
This transaction is in the nature of a loan and is to 
me be repaid. The motion was made during the Executive

FUNDS TO EQUIP f thrashed out and then okayed by the Governors. President 
OPC'S BUILDING | BOB CONSIDINE presided. 
Í 2. The Management & Operations Committee, chaired by 
WILLIAM BROOKS, was split and a new unit (tentatively 
known as the "Arts & Decorations" Committee) was formed 
to carry out the furnishings project. 

PAT HARTWELL was immediately appointed chairman of the new group and has since 
named the following as members; ELIZABETH FAGG, ROSELLEN CALLAHAN WELT, JOSEPH J. 
WURZEL, WALTER RUNDLE, L. B. "MIN" MILLER, LOWELL PRATT, and FRANK WACHSMITH. Meanwhile, 
DICKSON HARTWELL was selected by Correspondents Fund President WILLIAM P. GRAY as an 
ex-officio member. 

It was made clear that this financing--the $20,000 plus approximately $10,000 
balance in the Building Fund--will cover only about half of the expected expense. 

The Club's own account must be repaid later so that it can operate on a sound 
basis and be prepared to meet unforeseen developments. 

Thus, while the Thursday night move made it possible to proceed at once on this 
major matter it by no means solved the problem. 

The Bulletin will shortly be able to publish details on the furnishing 
of each floor in the building, when this information is fully decided 
upon. For the time being, suffice it to note that items ranging from 
fire extinguishers to salt shakers will be needed, plus glass and 
silverware, radios, press room equipment, recreational equipment such 
as pool tables, ad infinitum. 

Members are urged to consider and relay ideas for obtaining such items gratis or 
on a below-cost basis. Such suggestions should be given to Manager James Foley at Club 
headquarters. (The Committee, of course, reserves the right to reject contributions and 
arrangements it feels to be inappropriate. ) 

Obviously, cash will greatly simplify many problems. 

Presently, decorator William Pahlmann is judiciously buying certain furnishings. 
The Committee was able to obtain his professional services on a partly contributory 
basis.

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FREE WORLD MUST STOP REDS IN INDO-CHINA, MLLE. FRIANG TELLS OPC LUNCHEON 


A pert French woman war correspondent with two years' service in Indo-China told 
an OPC luncheon meeting last Thursday, June 17, that "if the free world doesn't stop 
the Communists there, they'll take all Southeast Asia.” 

The Club guest speaker was Mlle. Elizabeth "Brigitte" Friang. She was intro- 
duced by OPC President BOB CONSIDINE as "the surest symbol of all that there will always 
be a France." 

Mlle. Friang (who celebrated her 30th birthday in Dienbienphu just before its 
fall) said she was forced to observe that “if the free world does not want France to 
stay in Indo-China, then France must make a deal with the Reds." She meanwhile traced 
the war background there from its beginning before V-d Day. 

She said France made a mistake in setting up 
Bao Dai as Vietnam chief of state..."no ideals 
were given the Vietnamese people." 

In another critical vein, she asserted, "There are no leaders and no ideals on 
our side." Mlle. Friang deplored the fact France "is losing its entire professional 
army in Indo-China" at the rate of 300 officers each year (from 1946 through 1951).
